For ccniuries tho Inhabitouts of the 
tropics havo been devising wiftyN 
to 
keep cool. 
N ot only have the uatural 
resources of their own countries been 
converted 
into 
methods of 
cooling 
lichemcs, bnt tho mechunioal skill of 
modern scienco has also been introduced 
by tho inhulously w ealthy m lem of theso 
semi barbarous lands. 


Thu natives of Now Q ninea, w ho nro 
compctlled, ow ing to tho intenso hoat, 
to go alm ost naked d o ting most of the 
year, Imvo h it npon a scliemo th a t is 
claimed to m ake life not only bearable, 
but highly enjoyable during tho long, 
hot days w hen tho broiling sun ia ■ end­ 
ing down Fceming rays of fire. 


W hilo their plan docs not tax tho 
brains of m odem science, it is, never­ 
theless, unique nud involves the labor 
of an enormous nrmy of workers. Their 
method is to tako n broad stretch of 
laud adjouiing their large villages and 
convert it into n swamp. 
This is done 
by cleariug tlio laud thoroughly of all 
vegetation nnd underbrush, only the 
trees being left standing. By m onths of 
patient labor, in w hich all inhabitants 
of tho village, both men and women, 
join, they dig a canal from tho nourest 
lake and drain it into their artilicinl 
marsh. 
Tho depth of w ater in theso 


marshes varies from 10 to 20 or 80 fe<3t, 
according to tho excavation done before­ 
hand. 


Trees aro then cut and carefully strip ­ 
ped of both bark and branches and 
driven in *;roups in numerous parts of 
tho mai’fih, leitving about 10 or 15 feet 
abovo thu water. 
On tl»o tops of thei» 
stilts, or piles, tho honses aro thou built 
and so overliang tho marsh.

8omo of theso 
villages luwo now grown to largo pro- 
IKirtions, and one near MucOluer’s inlet, 
or gulf of Ouin, as it is uow culled, 
number.^ over 800 houses. 
They aro all 
connected by ropes, w ith Bonjo 80 foot 
of w ater between, and move w ith tho 
current. T his huge excursion iloet, os it 
appears, lazily floats from one shoro to 
the otlior nnd up and down the stream , 
catching nil tho air th at conies from tiio 
neighboring forests. 
The differeiico in

deep down in the bowels of thu earth, 
built abodes. I t is very cool down there, 
tho r(x;ks oft(!ntimes l>eing actually colcL 
This is largely accounted for by their 
eontaet w ith tho numerous subterranean 
waterways, which flow along under 
m ountitinsund rents in the rook» caused 
by internal volctuiio eruptions. 


liow n thoro, hnndredsof feet beneath 
tho earth ‘*surfaco and in, im it were, 
a gigantic tomb, tho Hyrians pass tlio 
heated iK>rtion of tho day in quiet ao- 
elusion and iieaceful rest. 


Thu Chinests although a backward 
nnd nnprogressivo raco, havo iiovertho 
leas tried m any experiments for keeping 
cool, and think they Imvo solved tho 
question by their “ tree dwellings. ’* A t 
least it is tho most satisfactory method 
th at has over lxM3n p u t in operation in 
tho Flowery Kingdom. 


T aking ndvaiitago of tho trem endous 
grow th of trees in somo parts ot tho yel­ 
low empire, tho natives havo built their 
houHes, like nests, in them. T his they 
do by splitting (ho largo und topm ast 
branches und iitting tho foundation of 
thesu houses m curely in theso «plits.

almost entirely Ity Mr. John.son, the assist­ 
ance of a carpenter and a “ helper" being 
tho exienl of his force. 


Mr. Johnson has recently eoinjileted the 
constiuetion of a tower clock in the cily 
hall at liansing, the m anufacture of which 
is identically the sameas that to lie inslalled 
in the (tome of the court house. 
The bell 
of the Ijansing clock, however, 
is TilH) 
pounds heavier than the Herrien »•otinly 
clock. 
The 
hausing clock varied only 
three seconds during the lirsl Ihroe weeks 
of its operation and il is considered one of 
the greate>l improvements for the cily of 
Ijansingthat was ever paid for wilh |tul»lic 
money. 


Mr. Johnson has been eiigiigt il in clock 
buihling for thirty years. 
He is u very 
interesting man. 
He is a lueiiilier of the 
Astronomical Soi ioty of the I’iu iilc, al.so of 
the Astronomical Society of Michigan, and 
is a memlier of the Ameiican As^ociation 
for the Advaiu'oment of Science, of which 
there are but l.SUd members in this tounlry. 
Ho is a scienliiic mechanic, having conu-up 
from the blacksmilh’s forgo lhr«uigh al! Iho 
intricate rei|iiirements' 
llo in.ikes all the 
delicate inslrnmonls with which ho m anu­ 
factures the mai'hinery for his cloi ks and 
has ascendttl lo the top point on tho huhlor 
of known astronomical science. 
He has 
one of the linesl instruments in the worhl 
in his own ol.servatory ut .Manistee for tak­ 
ing transit mcasiiremenls of the tixed stars 
by which alsulntely correct time is ob­ 
tained. 


Nels Johnson is a master of horology. 
He has consumed a quarter of a century in 
ils study. 
He can loll you all there is to 
t)c known atjoiit clccks. 
lb* c.in toll you 
of 
tho princi|ilos of gearing, of e.-cape- 
ments, of mechanical inovemt nts ami of 
the great (ialilloo to whom is due th alm ar­ 
velous discovery of Ihe isoehntnism of the 
pendulum.

Tho most barbarous races crouch nncl 


kneel when resting and do it no com- 
fortably that thtiy sleep in thoso pos- 
tures as easily us im American docs iu 
hod. Tho lower classes among llio Hin- 
doos and somo of tho South Amoricau 
races sleep thus, tho mou usually crouch* 
ing and tho women kneeling. 


In tho next higher grades of civilisa- 


tion those positions give way to Bitting 
with crossed legs. This is tho sitting 
poaturo of tho Mussulman ami tho Pa- 
cific island races, us is well known. In 
Bomo Persian houses, however, it is nob 
unusual to seo tho inhabitants and 
guests ranged about a room imccliiig 
against tho wtill. 


Another step upward on tho ladder of 


civilization brings us to chairs of vari- 
ous forms. A primitive chair consisting 
of a wimple wooden support a few inch- 
es high is found in BOUIO parts of 
Africa. Then comes tho siimo support 
with n round crosspioce, which IB sccuiti 
Guinea, and then a flat crosspieco with 
two legs, which is used in tho upper 
Nilo country, finally conies tho threo 
and four legged stools and chairs, fiomo- 
times in simple form and sometimes 
handsomely curved, which aro found 
among tho civilized races nil over tho 
world. 


In Egypt tho felhths retain tho four 


postures of thoir ancestors, tho kneeling, 
tho sitting, tho cross legged and tho pit- 
iliiig upon tlio ground with logs joined. 
All four diiio from tho eighteenth 
dynasty.—Exchange.

For centuries tho iiilmbitnuts of 11: 


tropics havo been devising wtiys 
( 


keep cool. Not ouly Jmve iliu unturu 
resources of Mieirown countries bee 
converted into methods of coolin 
fichcine.t, but tho mechanical skill 
modern snienco has also been introdii' 
by Uie fabulously wealthy rulers of. thcs 
KemibnrbarouH lauds. 


The natives of !Ncw Guiiien, who or 


cojupelk'd, owing to tho intense houl 
to go almost naked daring most of tli 
year, havo hit cpou u Bchemo that i 
claimed to innko lifo not only bourablo 
but highly enjoyable during tho long 
hot daya when tbo broiling HUH ia send 
ing down seeming rays of fire. 


Whilo their plan does not fnx th 


brains of modern science, it ia, never 
thelesg, unique and involves the labo 
of an enormous army of workers. Thoi 
method ia to tako H broad R tret eh o 
laud adjoining their largo villages am 
convert it into a 8wnmp. This JH don 
by cleaving tho laud thoroughly of al 
vegetation and underbrush, only 
trees being left standing. By mouths o 
patient labor, in which all iiihnbitnuta 
of tho village, both men. und women, 
join, they dig u canal from tho nouresi 
lako and drain it into their artificial 
marsh. Tho depth of water in theso 
marshes varies from 10 to 20 or HO feet, 
according to tho excavation tlouo before- 
hand. 


Trees aro then cut nnd carefully strip- 


ped of both bark and branches am, 
driven iu groups in numerous parts o: 
tlio marsh, leaving about 10 or 1C fcei 
above tho water. On tho tops of theso 
stilts, or pilus, tho houses are then buill 
and so overhang tho marsh. 


In fiomo part H of India "floating vil- 


lages" have been constructed witl) greal 
success. Tho inventors of this mode oi 
keeping cool ciuuo from inland tribes oi 
natives, where the heat killed off hun- 
dreds every year. These men journeyed 
to tbo river shores aud there built (heir 
houses ou largo fiat rafts. Somo of theso 
villages havo now grown to largo pro- 
portions, and one near MacOluor's inlet, 
or gnlf of Qiiin, as it is now called, 
numbers over 800 houses. They aro all 
connected by ropes, with Eonio 20 feet 
of water between, and move with tho 
current. This hugO excursion fleet, aa it 
appears, lazily floats from 0110 Bhoro to 
the other and up aud down tho stream, 
catching ail the air IhateoniCB from tho 
neighboring forests. Tho difference in 
temperature between tho laud and tho 
raffs averages 20 degrees. 


In Syria tho latest und most effectual 


Gchemo of escaping the stifling beat has 
been found in tho subterranean passages, 
of which the country has many. Largo 
forces of Hyrians have made mammoth 
excavations in the passages, and, hero, 
deep down in thu bowels of tho earth, 
built abodes. It is very cool down there, 
tlio rocks oftentimes being actually cold. 
This is largely accounted for by their 
contact with tho numerous subterranean 
waterways, which flow along under 
inountains-ami rents in (hcroclts caused 
by internal volcanic eruptions, 


Down there, hundreds of feet beneath 


thu ear th 'turnr face and. in, as it were, 
a gigantic tomb, tho Syrians pass tho 
heated portion of tho day in quiet se- 
clusion aud peaceful rest. 


Tho Chiucso, although a backward 


and unprogrcssivo race, havo neverthe- 
less tried many experiments for keeping 
cool, mid think thoy Imvo solved tho 
question by their "treo dwellings." At 
least it is tbo most satisfactory method 
that has ever boon put in operation, in 
the Plowery Kingdom. 


Taking advantage of tho tremendous 


growth of trees iuKomopart.i of the yel- 
low empire, tho natives havolmilt their 
houses, liko nests, in them. This they 
do by splitting tho largo and topmost 
branches and fitting tho foundation, of 
those houses securely in theso splits. 


Perched up (here, n hundred feet iu 


tlio air and iu tlio direct sweep of tho 
wind when there is any, tho Celestials 
dream away the tedious summer day. 
The typo of architecture is more preten- 
tious tliau that displayed iu tho ehiiplo 
log cabin. Tho walls aro decorated 
with curious designs, nud tho iuter- 
woven latticework of palm and bamboo 
which form the houses give them u de- 
lightfully cool aud airy appearance. It 
is an ideal nest, and one iu which tho 
Celestial never tires of lingering. 


Tho king of Siniu has a scheme on 


which that swarthy ruler lixboveil for 
many years, nud which, besides being 
wholly original, represents nn expendi- 
ture of monoy that would mako a dozen 
men wealthy for life. In substance, it is 
a mammoth glass room, measuring 
some 20 feet square by 15 feet high, 
constructed on tho surface of a lake, 
into which it is submerged ou hot days. 


\Vith the exception of tho "floor, it is 


entirely of heavy plato glass closely fit- 
ted into steel frames. It took over five 
years of steady labor to mako this re- 
markable room, and so jealous of the 
secret was its imperial inventor that 
each particle of tho room was manufac- 
tured in a different place aud by work- 
men entirely unfamiliar with tho other 
parlsof tho structure.—New York Jour- 
mil.
